The Diagnosis of Cytomegalovirus Retinitis 963

Cytomegalovirus retinitis is the most common cause of vision loss in 
patients with the acquired immunodeficiency syndrome (AIDS). 
Although the ophthalmic infection may initially be asymptomatic, 
the retinal necrosis it produces may result in both loss of visual field 
and decreased visual acuity. Routine screening of these patients is 
required for early diagnosis.

The role of coronary angioplasty for myocardial infarction has thus 
far been established as adjunctive, in a delayed time frame after 
thrombolytic therapy. Coronary angioplasty has not been shown to 
reduce in-hospital mortality or improve resting left ventricular 
function. A deferred strategy has improved exercise left ventricular 
performance, and several follow-up studies suggest a favorable long- 
term prognosis.
